The reasons why boys want to 
leave the farm are: first, because 
farm work is not made pleasant and 
interesting to them. Then, farm- 
ers continually complain there is no 
money in farming, and give their 
sons but little or no spending mon 
ey, and no chance to make any at 
home. 

Also, the education our children 
get in school gives them the impres- 
sion, or idea, that there is nu koudV 
in farming; but in order to be a 
man of honor or distinction, one 
must be a President, Governor, 
Congressman, doctor, lawyer, 
preacher, or millionaire, etc Thui 
our farm boys get in their minds 
that farm work is drudgery; poorly 
paid ; without honor, needs no edu 
cation, and not a fit place for t 
bright, intelligent young man And 
at the first opportunity away from 
the farm they rush. 

Now change these conditions and 
see the result. In the first place, 
let the farmer cheerfully do his 
work, not because he has to work 
on a farm for a living, but because 
he likes the work; feels a deep i 
terest in it, and because it gives 
him a happy, healthy, good living. 
Let him oarefully read good farm 
papers and books so as to be well 
posted on everything that pertains 
to his farm work, and also, general 
information, so he can give a rea- 
son to his boys why he does this 
and that, and not go at it blindly. 
Teach the boys to be interested in 
the business of the farm. Let them 
have a natch of their own nr some 
live-stock, or both, and keep the 
profits of the same for a little 
spending money, and to invest in 
something that will do them good. 
Show them that you have confidence 
in them ; have them give their opin- 
ion about this and that work. Let 
the older boys superintend some of 
the farm work market prodi 
the farm, and purchase or buy some 
of their own clothing. Give them 
books and papers to read that are 
interesting and suited to their age 
and understanding, and which gives 
them the real, practical side of life 
and usefulness. Make home pleas- 
ant, first, by being kind and pleas- 
ant yourself, and then by getting 
such things as you can atrord and 
that will he pleasant and entertain 
ins, to the children. And, last, but 
not least, if you can send them to a 
practical Agricultural College do it, 
and not to these theoretical, intel- 
lectual colleges that give only the- 
ory and general knowledge. Our 
school system needs to be changed 
from theory schools to practical 
schools. — A, J. Umholtz in Inland 
Farmer.

Wireless Storm Warnings. 

For some time it has been possi- 
ble to foretell future storms by 
means of wireless telegraphy, many 
instruments having been construct- 
or this purpose which »r« 
founded on the same principle, that 
of simplified wireless telegraphy. 
The method ot obtaining this result 
is to place on a high point— as ele- 
vated as possible— a metallic rod 
from 20 to 26 feet in height, called 
the antenne or shaft, which is de- 
signed to receive the electric waves. 
The storm discharges engender 
waves, which, after entering the 
antenne, are led to the warning ap 
paratus by means of a conducting 
wire. This warning apparatus is| 
formed of the famous small glass 
tube filled with filings which was 
invented by M. Brandy, these fil- 
ings being non-conductors of the 
electric current except when they 
are acted upon by s'urm waves. 

The circuit on which the tube is 
placed is charged with the current 
from a pile of three elements and

STILL HOPING. 
With many thousand Kentuck- 
ians we were humiliated by the sad 
ipectacle presented in Breathitt 
county during the few recent years 
when lawlessness prevailed, when 
assassination and arson were re- 
sorted to, when the local authori- 
ties were either unwilling or un- 
able to restrain or suppress, not 
actually in sympathy with, evil 
doers. 

The interposition of the State's 
military force for some months and 
the transfer of trials of two crimi- 
nals to other counties, where they 
were convicted, brought a measure 
of relief and caused us to hope that 
there was yet possible redemption 
not only for that county but for 
the State from the disgrace that 
hanging like a pall of darkness 
over us. 

This hope was increased when 
anew Circuit Judge in that dis- 
trist was elected; people began to 
feel more at ease and they believed 
that a new era had dawned, bring- 
ing with it protection of l ife and 
property ^and the enforcement 
of law. 

The introduction in the House 
of Representatives of a redisrict- 
ing bill placing Bre athitt, Magoffin; 
Wolfefa'nd Knot ^in a new Judicia 
district thus transferring Breathitt 
from the district presided over by 
Judge Riddell, the man to whom 
the people looked for deliverance, 
again aroused the anxieties and 
fears which were recently so terri- 
fying. The passage of said bill 
has caused the deepest solicitude 
of many who are interested in the 
State's welfare and good name. 
Now the question is: W hat will 
the Senate do with the bill? We 
hope we will not be regarded as 
alarmists for expressing our fears 
of a repetition of lawlessness in that 
county should the bill hecome 
a law. 

We appeal to our Senate to 
carefully consider what they do. 

THE FEW GROW FAT. 
Imports from Japan to this coun- 
try are bringing higher prices and 
the people who buy thereby aid in 
the payment of war expenses. The 
consumer has no way of offsetting, 
but the canneries of this country, 
the great trusts, more than even 
Japan has contracted with 
trusts for 7,000,000 pounds of 
meats, and Russia for 6,000,000 
pounds, while the cattle in the stall, 
the sheep and hogs of the farmer 
continue at a same stand still price. 
By this war, if it would continue 
long enough, the Republican trusts 
would grow and fatten while the 
great common people would feel 
their grasp more perceptibly. 

CORRECT, 
The House at Frankfort adopt- 
ed a resolution providing for inves- 
tigating the affairs of the State 
Agricultural and Mechanical Col- 
lege at Lexington. This is a pro- 
per step. That committee should 
be a probing committee— one that 
will go to the bottom of every 
charge or intimation fearlessly and 
without favoritism. We are of the 
opinion that institution with the 
money back ol it could be con- 
ducted without another dollar from 
the State.

A PEACE SOCIETY'S REQUEST. 

The Austrian Peace Society sent 
a cablegram to Prtsident Roose- 
velt requesting him to intervene in 
the Russia Japanese conflict under 
the provision ol the international 
arbitration tribunal at The Hague. 

RUSSIA SEEKING A LOAN. 

Russia is negotiating with a syn- 
dicate of French, Belgian and Dutch 
bankers, cables the Brussels corres 
pondent of the Standard, for a loan 

of $200,000,000. 

It has been practically settled 
that the United States army shall 
be represented as a military ob- 
server with the Russian army b> 
Brig. Gen. Henry A. Allen, chief of 
the Philippine Constabulary. Maj. 
Olivei E. Wood will be United 
States observer with the Japanese 
army. He has been for some time 
the United States military attache 
at Tokio and mt Seoul. 

International matters are assum- 
ing a very serious aspect, according 
to a New York Herald dispatch 
from St. Petersburg. One of the 
most serious bits of news at this 
moment is the alleged confirmation 
or the statement that aboard the 
Japanese vessels of war attacking 
Port Arthur were a number of 
American naval officers.

Poultry Notes. 

An important item in marketing 
poultry is to know the market. 

If there is any better feed for 
hens than table scrape, it is hard 
to find. Give them to the fowls 
rather than to the hogs. 

If yon are willing to devote a lit- 
tle time each day to the care of the 
poultry on your farm they will give 
you big returns for the time invest- 
ed. Try it. 

Begin making preparations to get 
out your early hatched pullets, re- 
member it is the early ones which 
you will have to depend on for 
eggs next winter when the price is 
the highest. 

In order that a reasonable profit 
be obtained from the keeping of 
poultry one should devote t 
thoughtful cor.sideialion to the 
business in hand that he would 1 
any other commercial vocatioi 
Failures in the poultry business are 
usually due to the mistaken idea 
that, "anybody can raise chickens." 

While it is true eyer farm should 
be stocked with pure-bred poultry 
of the breed best liked bv the own- 
er, it is also true that not one farm 
in ten has anything better than 
scrubs. We have often wondered 
why the farmer who keeps blooded 
cattle and hogs, and knows they 
are the best, is still content to wor 
ry along with inferior poultry. 

Very few farmers arc so short of 
means that they cannot pay for at 
least one setting of eggs to start 
with. It takes several years to 
raise a flock of improved sheep or 
a herd of pedigreed cattle, but a 
flock of pure blooded fowls can be 
secured in a single year at the ex- 
pense of only a few dollars. 

The farmer who first takes up 
fine poultry in a neighborhood can 
generally make money in furnish- 
ing his neighbors eggs and fowls. 
Good stock onece given a f-ir ar..i 
impartial trial, will be conducive 
to pleasure as well as profit, and no 

make you change bac k to the com- 
mon fowl. 

Anyone who has room to keep 
chickens can also raise green stut! 
for them. Lettuce is one of the 
best green feeds, and it takes only 
a small plot to raise enough for a 
good sized flock of chickens.

Sheep and Swine In toe Sontn. 

The feeding of animals will never 
be the main occupation of farmers 
in the central portion of the United 
States. But it will, we may 
sure, be really the most important, 
because so much other farm work 
depends for Its profit on It. The 
key is not the main part of a door, 
but yet it is most essential to th« 
use of it. Thus we may say, with 
truth, that the farmer who is nol 
feeding sheep or swine is missing a 
very important economic necessity 
of his business. Of late the sheep 
has come very rapidly to the vei 
front in the estimation of farme 
as a most convenient profit-maker. 
It is beyond question, that any 
equal sum of money inveBted in a 
well-selected flock of sheep will pay 
two or three times the proportion of 
profit that cattle or swine will do, 
but it is more profitable and more 
convenient for any ordinary farmer 

ho has his farm in an undevelop 
ed condition, to keep swine than 
sheep. Swine are self-defensi 
They are not naturally the prey of 
dogs, and hence they are more gen 
■ ■rally kept than sheep are. Sheep 
really the most satisfactory 
ce of good farmers, and a flock 
feeding in a well-kept meadow putf 
a stamp of character on the ownei 
of that farm. As the time is nos 
soon coming when the selection of a 
flock of sheep will be the most 
profitable addition to the farm 
stock that can be made, attention 
is ju8t now called to the subject as 
a matter for due consideration 1 

As to swine, these are necessary 
to the full completion of the farm 
tock, but for the full profit of them 
here must be a stated place for 
hem in the distribution of 
»ork. Perhaps it may he, "shall 
we keep sheep or swine?" Is it 
best to keep both or only one, and, 
f this, which one? The question 
is put before our readers in 
hope that some expression of op 
on may be given to evoke disc 
ion.

flovernment Expert Has Designed 
Novel Farm and World's Fair Visi- 
tors May Learn the Value of Tim- 
ber For Windbreaks— A Nursery 
For Forest Trees. 

A model farm, representing a sec- 
tion of laud i(i<> acres In extent. Illus- 
trating: especially the value of tree 
planting and the rotation of crops, 
will be one of the Interesting and 
valuable exhibits provided by the 
United States government at the 
World's Fair. 

Oeorge L. Clothier. Field Assistant 
for the United States Bureau of For- 
estry, and in charge of the co-opera- 
tive tree p'mtlng, has been allotted 
a large area adjoining the six-acre 
map of the United States, that Is 
worked out with the representative 
crops of the various states and ter- 
ritories. 

The 160 acres, reduced 10 times, Is 
laid out as a model farm. The farm- 
stead occupies the northeast corner 
of the site and contains 936 square 
rods. A model farmhouse, with 
model barn, stables and outbuildings, 
are to be erected. There Is an or- 
chard, vineyard, garden, stock and 
poultry yards, pig sties, and all of the 
other equipments for a farmstead. 

The fields are all of the same size, 
SO by 117 rods. Five of them run 
east and west and are parallel. The 
fifth Is on the north end of the tract, 
and, with the farmstead, are as long 
as the other Ave combined are wide. 

Windbreaks are planted on the 
south and west sides of the entire 
farm. The windbreak is placed here 
because the prevailing winds in Mis- 
souri and Kansas come from those di- 
rections. On a farm of 160 acres 
windbreaks would be a belt of 
feet thlcK. On the molel 
at the World's Fair all of the 
best adapted for the purpose 
will be shown. On the bottom land 
the best treeB are cottonwood 
box elder On the uplands ash and 
osage orange make good windbreaks. 
Russian mulberry and white elm or 
hackberry, with ash or Russian wild 
olive, prove very effective. All of the 
various combinations will be sho' 
in the World's Fslr windbreaks. The 
young trees for these windbreaks are 
uui uiauieii irregularly, nut are set 
In squares like corn and are cul 
tlvated. 

The fences between the fleldB, too, 
are exhibits of forestry. Trees will 
be planted at regular intervals ami 
the wire fencing will be thus nailed 
posts. This will demonstrate 
economy both In space covered and 
l the cost of building. In addition 
) their uses as live fence posts these 
iws of trees constitute subsidiary 
indbreaks. 

The windbreaks serve to protect 
le crops In the fields. When the 
hot winds sweep toward the fields 
Btrike the belts of trees, are 
=d In the air. and pass over the 
, The shade they cause conserve* 
moisture in the soil and serves 
the farmer in other valuable ways. 
Tin rotation of crops aa exempll- 
;d on this model farm Is full of 
valuable and practical Information. 
On this six-field farm Mr. Clothier 
has arranged for a five-year rotation. 

field alfalfa will be planted, 
and it will be shown that this must 
be left for five years to obtain the 
best results for both the crop and 
the land. Another field will be plant- 
ed to timothy or clover. Another will 
be planted to timothy and left for 
two years Other fields will be 
planted to corn, oats and wheat, and 
the reason why wheat or corn should 
be planted in a field on which the 
year before clover or alfalfa grew 
will be practically demonstrated. 

Another leature of this government 
exhibit, but shown outside the model 
farm, will be a nursery for forest 
trees and evergreens.

Prof Oarman ssiys, "pruning 
may be done at any time in the ai 
son, Just so we do our pruning be- 
fore the sap is in good circulation. 
If late pruning should be practiced 
we would paint all large woum" 
over with tree paint." 

Commercial apple growing, if 
managed right, is a very profitable 
business in Kentucky. The mar- 
kets of the world are open, and 
prices are satisfactory to the grow- 
er. The rates of railroad and 
steamship transportation are so re 
duced that the grower has no cause 
for complaint. 

Constant cultivation should he 
kept up for peach orchard* while 
small. If the tiee should make too 
much wood growth, we would find 
it profitable to cut back. But if 
our trees are healthy and making 
wood in proportion to size of th« 
trunk, we should do as little prun- 
ing as possible. 

Hon. Wm. Cook gave a Hit of 
pears, which he had tested, and 

Howell, Seckle, Duchess and Win- 
ter Nellis to be the test varieties 
for home use. He planted a hlock 
of 25 Duchess some twelve or fif- 
teen years ago, and twenty of the 
trees aro living, and are good bear 
ers, bes/ in quality, and are ex 
empt from blight. The death of 
the five trees was due to some ii 
juries. 

The fruit growers keep constan 
ly at it, claiming that bees are the 
cause of so much decayed fruit. 
Bees are a necessity in every orch- 
ard, and are of great value to every 
t grower. They pollenize frui' 
trees, and not only that, but they 
help to polenize all other farm 
crops. Bees should be fount 
every farm, quite as much 8 
other domestic stock that we h 
Prof. Garman recommended 
Carniolan bees as best for Ken 

ky. They are trent.U good natnrerl
